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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has added new claims 15-24 requiring 
further search and consideration. 

The amended limitation in claim 1 bring in limitation which was previously presented in cancelled claim 3. This amended limitation is new for 
claims 4, 6 and 8. Examiner disagrees with applicant's allegation about because Barbier (US PAt 5907697) Fig.4a and Col. 5 Lines 31-41 
teach programming crossbar (interconnect) and there is only one incomming storage element attached to the interconnect besides other 
interconnects (See Fig. 3) - i.e. the memory. Hence the logical conclusion would be that memory is used to program the crossbar 
interconnect. Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive.
